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iher received) into the hollow of the Verietra: and 
do Qpsere, whether in thofe In (lances that are given of 
Births of' Infants without Brains, there might not be 
the like Accident of the Brain, or the Principal Parts 
of it being deprelfed into the Vertebra; which in 
Errihrio’s, (before hardncd into Bones) are Parts ex¬ 
tendible. But the Brain being confined in fo narrow an 
enclofure, it flints its growth and enlargement; j T et 
may be fufficient to fupply Spirits for the maintaining 
thofe Offices of Life the Fatus enjoys, before the Birth 
whiift in the Womb. 

But fomewhat to confirm thefe Inflances given in 
the fame Tranfaclion, of Lae continuing after the lcfs 
of a great part of the Brain, I (half add this following 
Obfervatlon.

D Ecemk iz, 1688. I was defired to be present 
at the opening of Mr. A. About Two Months 
before (as I was informed) he had received in a Quar¬ 
rel at the Tavern a great bruife on his Head by a Quart 
Pot. But for the prefeat neglected the ufe of means, 
tiil at lafl he was forced to betake himfelf to his Bed 
Dr. Morton 'was fent for. He found him to complain of 
a mod violent pain in his Head. He (ometimes Vo¬ 
mited , 
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mited; fometimes was in Convulfions ,* fometimes in 
the day he would have a great Stupor upon him; and 
when he waked would be delireus. His fwallowing 
was difficult, and he would grin his Teeth: his Eye-fight 
afterwards failed him, and he loft his Memory ; and 
upon the lead Motion of his Body would faint away, 
and in the whole Courfe of his Diftemper was k- 
veriih. 

Upon opening his Head I obferved the Blood Vef- 
fels of the Meninges very much extended ; but what 
furprized me more was, to find the greateft part of 
the left Hemifphere or fide of the Cerebrum or Brain 
to be perfe<ftly rotten or Sphacelated, not having the 
leaft confiftency but purulent and foft: Nor couid I 
diftinguifh the Medullary fubftance from the Cinerice- 
ous; but all of a dark reddifh colour: So that I no 
ways wonder’d at the Symptoms he complained of, 
but rather that he lived fo long j there being fo confi- 
derable a part of the Subftance of the Brain it felf whol¬ 
ly corrupted. 

In the Ventricles of the Brain I obferved a great 
deal of Water : But the greateft fur prize of all was 
the Protuberantia Orbicularis call’d the Teftis on the 
left fide ; which was as big as a Nutmeg: For upon 
difie&iog I found in a purulent Matter there a Chalky 
Stone, about the bignefs of a Cherry-ftone, but fiat 
and not very thick; and in taking it out 1 found it 
friable, and have part of the Stone now by me. 

There are frequent Obfervations of Stones found in 
the Glaniula Vinealis; and I have feen the Glands of 
the Tunica Ch oroides petrified : But Stones to be found 
in the Subftance of the Brain its felf, I j:hink is very 
rare. 5 Tis true Jacobus Hollerius mentions Stones to be 
found in the Brain; but is no where particular in de¬ 
claring where, as neither is Kentmamus , in telling us

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where that was found he gives a Figure of it like a Mtii- 
bery : and as Gal. Fab. Hildanus well obferves. In ha- 
jufmodi en'tm Hiflcriis & quidem tanti moment! omnia 
ad unguem adumbrentar. necejfe efi; alioquin Cerebrum , 
cum pars Corporis fit nobilijfimd,vixque ^liquid prater na~ 
turalepti indies diligens Pratticus obfervare poteftfiujjerre 
pojfit ; Non immerito aliquis Hifiorias praficriptas D.-D.

V. Fart of a Letter from Mr. O&avian Pulleyn, 
dated , Rome March s 6 1 6 ^ 6 , giving an 
account of an Infcription there found in. the 
Language of the Palmereni 5 and another in 
the Etrufcan Language found on an old Zb me, 

D R. Halifax calling here in his return home from 
Aleppo , I had the honour of his acquaintance. 
Among other things, he told me he was to fearch for 
an Infcription in the Language of the Palmereni menti¬ 
oned by Dr. Spots in his Mifellanea Fol. p. 3. and defi¬ 
ned my Affiftance, w’hich I readily offer’d him; but 
Dr. Spots faying only that it was in Rome, we were to 
feek, and the Weather being very bad (it being Winter) 
our enquiry was fruitlefs. At his departure he enjoyn’d 
me to find it out if I could. Hearing Sig r - Fabretti 
Canon of St. Peter's was publifliing a Book of Old In- 
fcriptions, I waited upon him, and by him was fully 
inform’d to my purpofe. He lent me aifo a Draught 
of it, and faid no Perfon elfe had had it to Copy bat 
one Grodeick of Dantzig. I was w r eil pleas’d with the 
information, and Paper I had got, but not fatisfied till 
I had compared it with the Original. I went as I was 
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
